The T'ang-shan ^jffedas 1342, 252^ Steel Works recently instituted a pro- 
duction ccoipetitioh system to celebrate the 1 I? hy Festival and as an aid in 
increasing production. During April 1949 this plant produced 551 tons of steel, 
an increase of more than three times the monthly average of 160 tone prior no 
liberation, April output surpassed the target set for the month by 46 percent . 
The pressed steel output for April was 301 tons, more than double the prelibere- 
tioh average of 117 tons, and 51 percent more than the target eet for the month.

The Ministry of Commerce of the Northeast Executive Committee recently 
called a conference of managers of all department stores in the Northeast to 
discuss the main objectives of state enterprises in that area. Thebe objectives 
are to aatiafy the people's desires, develop cooperative enterprises, and oppose 
Illegal and haraful practices by private firms. The conference recognised that 
the nation possesses sufficient quantities of cloth, grain, salt, oil, and coal, 
vhloh must be effectively marketed by state enterprises. Popular needs and 
aarkat condition should be studied In order to meet the needs of the masses in 
regard to quantity, quality, and seasonal sales requirements. 

Vba conference agreed that revival of currency values vas also an impor- 
tant task of state enterprises, pointing out that stabilizing prices and opposing 
illegal practices of private business are inseparable. State enterprises must 
uae the govermtot's econaaio power and its executive agencies for greater con- 
trol over private merchants. In order to load them along lines beneficial to a 
state-planned people's livelihood and to fight speculation and actions tnat 
disturb the market.
